OF THE 72ND ANNUAL SESSION OF THE MIDDLE FLA. P. B. 
ASSOCIATION: 


A lovely atmosphere greeted the many brethren as we swarmed 
around the St. Mary P. B. church, Tallahassee, Fla., October 19, 
1938, Rev. C. P. Allen, pastor. The hour of 10 a.m. arrived for the 
opening of the 72nd session, the moderator sounded the gavel by 
which the fate of our ministerai romance was sealed 

The Moderator led in singing:— I am pressing on, followed by 
hymn No. 3. Then Deacon Williams offerees to a throne of grace, 
followed with song — Give me that old-time religion. After a few 
comments the Moderator read for scripture lesson Psalm 122nd which 
was followed by hymn No. 533,*which blazdd a glorious enthusiasm 
The Moderator gave some remarks and announced the house open 
and ready for business. 

First the introductory sermon was to be preached by Rev. T. B. 
Bisbee. He being absent by sickness, by motion of Rev. A. L. 
Gainous, Rev. Jas. Landers was substituted, and t 0 give him a study 
period, we began to' register (see roll. 

At this time the acting moderator sang — Firmly I stand on Zion 
Hill. Rev. B. W. White prayed a fervent prayer, which was followed 
with song — I don’t know what I’d do without the Lord. Then the 
Moderator presented Rev. Jas. Landers as the speaker fo-r the hour. 
Rev. Landers arose and chose for his text — (And a Highway shall 
be there). Isaiah 35:8, he used for subject:— The Way. From this 
Rev. Landers preache^ a spicy sermon which was refreshing to all. 

The Moderator commended the sermon and by appointment. Rev. 
W. M. Atkins came forward and lifted collection amt. $1.50. At this 
time by motion of Deacon R. Warner, we recessed until 2:30 P. M. 

Doxology and benediction. 

FIRST DAY EVENING SESSION 

At 2:30 P. M. the sounding of the gavel by the moderator was 
the calling of our re-assembling, which time a lively devotional by 
Brother Robert Jackson. The Moderato-r lined hymn No. 440, then 
read scripture lesson, the entire 143 Psalms and the afore lined hymn 
was sung. After some comments by the Moderator the business was 
next in order. First was roll call and continuation of registration. 
At this period Rev. Jas. Landers presented a petition of Sis. Kisiah 
Williams who wanted to pay her 5 years arrears and become square 
with the widows roll. By motion of Rev. A. L. Gainous was 
granted, which entitled her to receive the widow’s pension. 

Then by motion of Rev. A. Harrison a Com. of three was appoint 
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ed on Divine Worship. (See Com.) 

After a lengthy debate, it was voted 19 to 9 that official election 
of the Middle Florida District Primitive Baptist Association would 
be held on Saturday instead of Wednesday. At this tme the Com. 
on Divine worship reported that it would* be preaching that night by 
Rev. Wm. Atkins, alternate by Rev. J. S. Killins. By motion of Rev. 
Wm. Atkins we recessed until 7:30 P. M. Doxology and benediction. 

SECOND DAY— MORNING SESSION 

The hour of 10 A. M. the moderator called the house to order by 
singing — Jesus Keep Me Near the Cross, etc. Then sang hymn No. 
490, after which Deacon Ed Hester invoked the divine blessings upon 
us The Moderator read scripture lesson from St. John 1:1-8 without 
comment. Th e house was announced open for business. First was 
roll call and then proceeded to register. (See roll.) 

Next by motion of Rev. Wm. Atkins, a Com. of five was appoint- 
ed to carry greetings to Griffin School. *By motion of Rev. Atkins, 
the writer was appointed to be the spokesman at F. A. M. C. for the 
session that Friday at 12:30 P. M. 

]Rev. L. Daymon paid ten cents for lateness. By motion of Rev. 
D. A. Belford, a Com. of five was appointed on investigation. (See

H. Rush, Rev. J. S. Jenkiins, Deaeon Jerry Nash gave some very 
strengthening remarks. 

The following persons were appointed by the Moderator as Presby- 
tery:— Revs. G. T. Moore, T. B. Bisbee, E. C. Caldwell, D, A. Bel- 
ford, J S. Jenkins. 

At this hour the following named visitors presented us greet- 
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lugs from their districts: Revs. R. J. Banks, M. Hendon, S. M. 
Paremoore of the Old West Fla. P. B. Association, Rev. W. Augrett, 
A.. Randall, C. Hawkins, Josh Reed, Deacon J. B. Hawkins, all of the 
Missionary Baptist Church, and Rev. A. Golden of the A. M. E. 
church, which we all enjoyed. 

Rev. E. London came before the Association asking for some 
consideration of his arrears which was $3.00 plus enrollment $3. By 
motion of Deacon M. Ford his petition was granted and re was re- 
stored to full membership wit^ the said Association. Then a collec- 
tion of S3 50 was lifted and given him, for which he kindly thanked 
the session. Receipts for the morning as follows: Association $10.- 
75, Education $13.50, M. & D. Funds $6, Charity $3.50. Total $34.20. 
By motion of Rev. Daymon, we recessed until 3 P. M. Doxology and 
benediciton. 

SECOND DAY-EVENING SESSION 

The hour 3 p.m. arrived, the Moderator called the house to order 
by singing — Lord I’m Working in your vineyard. Then envoked the 
divine blessings upon us and announced the house in order for business 
The roll was called and we proceeded to registeration, (see roll). We 
began receiving church reports. (See reports). After which the 
Com. on Divine Worship reported that Rev. A. L. Gainous would de- 
liver the Communion Sermon that night. Same was accepted. Then 
the following named Brothers were appointed by the Moderator to 
serve as Deacons that night: Revs. A. Harrison, L. Daymon, E. C. 
Caldwell, D. A. Belford and by Motion of Deacon M. Ford, we re- 
cessed until 7:00 P. M. Receipts of the evening: association $99.50; 
Education $213.40. Doxology and benediction. 

SECOND DAY— NIGHT SESSION 

At 7 P. M. a burning devotion was conducted by Deacons Rush, 
and John Sneed. After which the No. 1 choir of the St. Mary P. B. 
church rendered some beautiful selections, beginning with the open- 
ing ode — Holy, Holy, etc. And in the mean time the ushers of same 
church lifted t he mission collection which was blessed by the modera- 
tor. After seme comments by same, he appointed Revs. S. A. 
Thomas, Jesse Williams, Win. Atkins who came forward, and lifted a 
collection of $13.15, after which song: — I”ll Go, etc., was sung while 
the acting deacons arranged for the Lord’s iSlupper. Then song was 
sung: (How Sweet the Name of Jesus Sounds.) At this time the Revs. 
A. L. Gainous, S. A. Thomas were presented by the Moderator as 
speaker for the hour. The latter lined hymn 490 and read scripture 
lesson, St. John 13:1-9. Then the above lined song was sung. After 
which the former arose with song — 'Lord What a Wretched land is 
this, etc., which was sung arousingly. He announced his text — -What 
think ye of Christ, etc? St. Matt. 22:42. Subject — The Divine Ques- 
tion. From this the Rev. Gainous mastered his sermon with power, 
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and liberated very doctrinable on the Divine Question while the hearts 
of many were touched as he was potrayed, Jesus as the Son of God 
This was followed wi'th song*: — Dark was the Night, etc. while we 
assembled around the table, and Rev. L. Daymon prayed the Holy 
spirit was a glowing witness while we feasted on the Lord’s broken 
body, sbedded blood. Then the Moderator girlded himself with a towel 
poured the water into a basin and we washed one anothers feet while 
the Moderator led in singing: — Did Christ the great example lead? 
After which the charges w*ere given and there was a great hand- 
shaking as we marched out. 

THIRD DAY MORNING SESSION 


The hour of 9:30 A. M. the Modertor called the house to order by 
singing — In all my Lord’s appointed ways, etc. and Rev. Wm. Green 
prayed the opening prayer. The Moderator read scripture from St. 
John 14:1-6 and after some comments* announced the house in order 
for business. Roll was called. We proceeded to register. (See roll). 
This was followed by church reports. (See reports). The following 
churches were credited for 1937 report: St. Peter, Fla. $7.00; St. 
James, Thomasville, Ga. $10.00. 

At this point, Pres. J. R. E. Lee, of Fla. A. & M. College, gave 
us greeting which were enjoyed by the body 
A communication was read to the session from our National Pres. 
Wm. Scott, asking the body to lend the Pub. Board one ($100.00) 
hundred dollars 0 n 8 percent interest. By motion of Deacon M. Ford 
the same was received for consideration. Also the communication from 
from the Ministerial Alliance and the Little St. Mary P. B. church 
were received with thanks. At this time the Corresponding delegate 
f 1 °m the S. G. Association was received and he presented us greetings 
which were heartily received from Rev. S. Simmons. He also enroll- 
ed with us. Receipts for the morning: Education $30.75; Associa- 
tion $17.25; O. M. & D. S. F. $3.00 We recessed and the Women’s 
District Auxiliary called on. (See W. D. A. Meeting). 


SATURDAY— MORNING SESISION 

,, D At 9 i 30 A ' M ' the Middle Fla - Dist . Ministers Council met with 
the President Rev. A. Harrison in chair, after a brief devotional the 
President gave some brief comments and announced the meeting 
open f° r busmess. First the President had the writer to speak in 
behalf of the Council, who in turn elucidated on the meaning of 
(Value and the Object of the Council.) After a goodly number of 
eXpressed their gratefulness for same, many joined and

At this time the communi- 
cation from the National President was brought before the house, 
after a series of discussions, Rev. A. L. Gainous moved that said com- 
munication would be deferred until after the Trustee meeting, Wed- 
nesday, November 30, 1938. The same was carried. 

Receipts for the morning, association $12.50; Education $106.42; 
O. M. & D. S. F. $6.00. We then recessed until 3 PM 

SATURDAY— EVENING SESSION 

The hour of 3 P M. the Moderator called us together by singing 
(Nearer My .God to Thee). Then he announced the house in order 
for business. First was roll called and registration, (see roll and 
reports.) after which the Com. began to report as follows: 

Brother Moderator, we the Com. on Time and Place beg to sub- 
mit the following report. We recommend St. Peter P. B. church, 
Perry, Fla., to be the site of the next setting association, Wednesday, 
October 18, 1939, Rev. T. B. Bisbee, pastor. 

Com. on Temperance reported: — Bro. Moderator, we the Com. on 
temperance beg to submit the following report: We recommend that 
the church will take a firm stand against alcoholic drinks, so that our 
young people will not become victims of its temptation. And also that 
each pastor teach against same throughout the district. Humbly sub- 
mitted, (See Com.) 

Com. on Ways and Means recommended that the enrolling fee 
remain the same, and that the churches be classed as A, B, and C; $3o 
$20 and $10. See Committee. 

Com. on Recommendations made its report which was adopted, 
Com. — Revs A. L. Gainous, C. H. Garrett, L. Daymon. 

Com. on Resolutions made its report, (see report). 

Com. on Corresponding delegates recommended as following — 
Rev. D. A. Belf ord to East Fla. Association, Rev. S’. A. Thomas to 
South Georgia Association; Rev. Jesse Williams to West Alabama 
Association. Rev. W. C. White to South Florida Association; Rev. 
W. M. Atkins to Bethlehem Association; Rev. P. H. Davis to the West 
Florida and South Alabama Association; Rev. J. S. Jenkins to the Old 
West Florida Association. (See Committee.) 

Committee on Divine Worship recommended that Rev. S. S'im.* 
mens; the Corresponding delegate of S. Ga. would preach that night, 
alternated by Rev. George Mosley, same was accepted. (See 'Com.) 

At this time the Chief Evangelist made his report. He also re- 
ported $3.00 for Education. By motion of Rev. D. H. Crawford and 
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Rev. A. L. Gainous same was received, adpted with cheerfulness. 

The Moderator announced the house in order for official election. 
Deacon N. McPherson motioned that the same staff of officers stand 
approved for 1938-39 with a secon^ ,such was adopted. 


Rev. D. H. Crawford moved that official election would be held 
at the close of the meeting instead of the first by a 2nd it was adopted 

Next was the election of Chief Evangelist. Rev. E. C. Caldwell 
and Rev. W. C. White were the Evangelists applicants. And Deacon 
N. MjcPherson nominated the former. Rev. D. H. Crawford nominated 
the latter. By a majority of votes. Rev. E. C. Caldwell was declared 
Chief Evangelist for 1938-39. This was followed by the election of 
an associated Evangelist, with Rev. W. H. Whitherspoon and Rev. 
W. C. White as -applicants. By a majority of votes Rev. W. H. 
Whitherspoon was elected. Then by motion of Rev. D. A. Belford, 
we resolved into the Committee as a whole. 

Sister Pearl Reed reported for her decease^ husband as Trea 
of the O. M._ & D. S. F. amount $23.75. By motion of Rev. Jas, Land- 
ers, same was received and she was given thanks by Rev. A. L. Gain- 
ous. By motion of Rev. P. H. Davis, Rev. Gainous was elected to pre 
side in the Committee of the w T hole. Receipts as follows: Assciation 
50c; Education $1.00. The committees reported as follows: 

Associational funds $197.50; Educational funds $404.97; O. M. & 
D. Sinking Funds $67.00 plus Treasurer’s report of same $23.75 
equal $90.75. Revs. Landers, J. S. Willins, W T m. Green were ap- 
pointed as a committee on disbursement. 

The Associational treasurer reported $8.00 and was re-elected. 
By motion of Rev. Wm. Green. By motion of Rev. E. C. Caldwell, 
Rev. Landei's was elected as Treasurer of the O. M. & D. S. F. 

Committee on selecting the Executive Board recommended the 
said board be re-alfirmed with the exception of one. Rev. C. J. Smith 
and that Rev. J. S. Killings would be inserted in his stead. (See 
Committee). Com. on disbursement recommended to pay as 
follows:

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SATURDAY NIGHT SESSION 


At 800 P. M. we reassembled for service, Deacon Wm. London 
and O. W. Deamos conducted a warm prayer meeting.
